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MISCHEL,  LA  GRANDE  DAME 

You  who  have  been  taking  KPFK's  French  lessons  will  easily  translate  the  above, 
but  for  those  not  fluent  in  French  it  means  "Florence  Mischel  is  a  great  dame. 
But  Florence  is  also  a  beat  dame.  In  Santa  Barbara  one  would  say  fatigued  dame- 
related  in  no  wise,  of  course,  to  the  present  day  definition  of  beat  as  applied  to 
beatnik  or  (in  Santa  Barbara)  fatiguenik. 

Why  is  Mischel  fatigued?  Mischel  has  been  working  like  sixty  hours  a  week 
producing  (recording,  editing,  etc.)  our  weekly  series  entitled  "FROM  THE  CENTER.' 

This,  we  feel,  is  too  much  to  ask  any  person,  so  beginning  in  this  Folio,  "From' 
the  Center"  will  be  broadcast  only  every  OTHER  Tuesday  at  8:00  p.m.  and  repeated  \ 
the  following  Thursday  at  10:00  a.m. 

But  a  few  words  about  Florence  Mischel:  Imagine  a  woman  sitting  in  a  man-; 
filled  room  four  or  five  hours  a  day,  day  after  day,  uttering  not  one  single  word! 
Such  has  become  the  terrible  fate  of  Florence  Mischel. 

Month  ago  Mischel  moved  herself,  her  two  sons,  bag  and  baggage  (those  are 
not  their  names)  to  Santa  Barbara  to  devote  full  time  to  producing  the  "Center" 
programs  —  probably  our  most  Important  series. 

The  "Center"  is  The  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic  Institutions  where  gather 
the  great  minds  of  the  world  to  exchange  thoughts  and  ideas  and  perhaps  offer 
solutions  to  the  myriad  problems  which  concern  every  living  human  being. 

For  the  average  woman  silence  in  itself  would  be  an  impossibility,  but  average 
she  is  not.  Mischel  would  be  a  rare  individual  whatever  her  sex.  Producing  the 
programs  at  the  Center  demands  the  rare  individual  for  he  (she)  must  continually 
deal  with  the  rare  individuals  who  inhabit  the  place  and  who  visit  there. 
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It  Is  Mischel's  job  to  tape  the  millions  of  words  and  ideas  offered  up  for  con- 
sideration to  and  by  the  great  nninds  gathered  at  the  "Center."  AAischel  sits  at  one 
end  of  the  immense  room  manipulating  an  assortment  of  knobs  which  control  the 
dozen  microphones  placed  on  the  long  rectangle  of  tables  in  front  of  the  staff  and 
guests.  The  engineering  itself  is  a  demanding  task,  but  the  editing  which  follows 
is  the  more  taxing,  demanding  not  only  complete  concentration  but  a  most  saga- 
cious and  lucid  mind  —  Mischel's  mind. 

She  tapes,  for  Instance,  a  two  hour  talk  delivered  by  a  great  philosopher,  a 
great  physicist,  a  great  statesman,  etc.  and  edits  that  talk  to  one  hour  without 
losing  any  of  its  meaning  or  eliminating  or  diluting  any  important  point  or  fact. 
Imagine  editing  an  hour  or  half  an  hour  or  even  two  minutes  from  a  study  which 
perhaps  has  taken  one  of  the  great  men  of  the  world  three  months  to  prepare. 
Imagine  even  the  more  fantastic:  Imagine  this  great  man  approving  it!  Sometimes, 
to  his  astonishment,  he  finds  Mischel's  succinct  edited  form  an  even  better  pres- 
entation of  his  subject. 

Only  could  a  rare,  intelligent  and  perceptive  woman  survive  in  this  highly 
intellectual  and  highly  male  atmosphere.  We  have  that  woman  and  we  thought 
you  ought  to  know  at  least  this  little  bit  about  her  —  and  there's  much  more.- 
Mischel,  la  grande  dame!!!
